THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC COAST ROUTE, 

As shown on the map — extending from CMlroy to Los Angeles — was pro- 
jected by General Kosecrans, and originally designed to connect with the 
Memphis and Kl Paso Koad, at Fort Yuma. As its name indicates, it now 
belongs to the Southern (Central) P. P. K. ( 'ompany. The route traverses 
a chain of valleys from Gilroy to Santa Barbara which, though not compara- 
ble in extent to the valleys further inland, are remarkable for salubrity of 
climate and fertility of soil. From Santa Barbara to Los Angeles, the 
country is rough and bn>ken, presenting serious engineering diHlculties. 
The construction of the i-oad is but a fiue-tion of time. The building of 
the Memphis and El Paso Road would stimulate the building of this pro- 
jected coast road, and i-jiuse its extension beyond Los Angeles to Fort 
Yuma, thus making tlie connection with Oakland and San Francisco. The

\a wharf, 11,000 feet long, ninnliig out toadeplh of iip^ fi'rt at low 
and 3;fij feet at higit tide. In a Imy like tliat of San Francisco, having 
1'2 railroad tracln upon its last one thousand feet, a wide carriage way, a 
Bpacioos passenger depot and railroad ofl1ce!>, warehonses and outside stor- 
age for 10,000 tons of grain or otlier nieriiliandlge, tlirco large docks, one 
of which al lords ample Bpace for five of the largest steamers or clippers 
afloat, la not often seen, even In this age of railroad and englneeriug won- 
ders. Such a structure has, however, recently been completed by the 
Central Pacific llailroail Company on the Oakland or easterly side of the 
Bay of San FranciscoTl The extreme end of the niain wharf is only lhre« 
miles fi'om the foot ofSeoond street, where freight \a landed hi tliis city, and 
is less than two and a half miles from the foot of Pacific street, where 
passengers are set down on this {Am Frandsw) side. 

It would ho mudi more difficult to build snch a long wharf with safety 
on our side of the bay, because the bottom here is a yielding mud ; but ou 
tbe Oakland side there is a hard clay bottom. Another point in favor of 
Oakland is that the liestructlve marine wood-eoting worm, the tei-nli; Is 
not found there at all. In these facts lie two of the greatest elements of 
strength and ability to bear great burdens of tlie new railway wharves 
across tlie bay. but only two of them. Nothing has been neglected in the 
quality of matei'lal used, and workmanship employed, to make the wharves 
the very best ever built In the I'nited states. Experts in tiie coneti-octlon

Tlie upright piles on 
one thousand feet of the main wharf, are braced with imiocnse cr 
and iron anchors. Trahjs of heavily loaded freight cars psEs o 
giganticEtructure withas little jar as over solid ground. 

Ql'lie massive new freight ferry-boat of the Centrul Pacific Compaii7 
has been completed, and is now rnnuing from the Company's esteuslva 
wharves at the foot of Second street, in tlila city, to the Company's wharves 
and docks above described, on the Oakland side of tlio Bay. Theboatcai>* 
ries 16 loaded cars on each trip, nnd has. In addition, pens for 300 cattle. 
She can carry from 1,000 to 1,280 tons eayh way per day, making the trip 
across Ujo Bay (3 miles) In forty minutest, when loaded.') A railroad i 
connects the Paclllc Mall Company's dock and the Central Pacific wbarf 
on this side, by means of which the cargoes of the China stean 
Immediately dlsdiarged Into the Central PaciSu freight cars, and thus tlis 
utmost dispatcli will be ntlaJued in tlie sbipnient ot teas, silks, and otber 
flist freight Intended for the Atlantic States and Europe. 

/"Tlie Central Paellic Company owns all of the Oakland water-front oa 
whi^b Its vast wharves are built^ It has its own docks tticre. capable, asi 
liavc shown, of accommodating live of the largest clippers or steamers ai 
time. In future, all grain, ores, wool, wine, and otlier merchandise that, 
are to lie shipped to ICuropc or elsewhere, by water, will be discharged di- 
rectly on shipboard from thecar^at the end of the Company's wharf. whll« 
nil steamers or other craft which come into this port with Oriental car- 
goes for the Atlantic ijtatcs, will go direct to the Company's docks and 
tmload into the cars. In this way heavy wharfage tolls, loss of time, 
double handling and its onerous attendant coata, will be avoided. 

In addition to tlie main overland Hue, the Central Pacific Company 
owns the California and Oregon Itallroad, which U now completed ti 
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hama, 123 miles above Sacramento, toward Oregon; the San Joaquin 
Valley KoaO, which is completed to the Tuolumne Kiver ; the San Jose 
branch from Niles' Station, and tlie Alameda and Oakland Kailroad. The 
two first named branches of the Central Pacific line run through our two 
great valle3's — tlie Sacnimento and S:in Joaquin. No country on earth 
offers a more princel}' tralHc to railroads than do these two vast emjrire 
valleys. 

U\ the huildinj; of these deep-water wharves and warehouse?, the 
Central Pacific CompaDv has omitted nothing which would tend to facili- 
tate business and ndni'c cxpoii^es on the Compiny-s railroads. Mr. S. S. 
Montague, the Chief Kiiginecr of the Central Pacific Koad, and Mr. Arthur 
J5rown, who built all the llowc-truss bridj^es on the road, planned and 
built the great wharves and warehouses which we have described, and the 
whole work stands as a fresh monument of the engineering talent of the 
one, and the mechanical skill and ability of tlie other. 

Xo'iK ijY Kimtot; TuANsciurT. — While according infinite praise to 
Messr«5. ^ront.'»;;uc and Brown for their genius in de^signing, no less praise is 
due to Mr. A. K, Guppy — the accomplished and indefatigable engineer 
who directed and superintended the work. We will add that the work 
done iaonly a small part of that which is designed. 



THE STOCKTON AND COPPEROPOLIS 

Is a local road, designed to connect Stockton and CopperopolLs. 
Fifteen miles of it have been constructed, and the road is in operation that 
far. 



DISTANCES. 

The distance?^, as stated in the following table, :^o far as tliey refer to 
places on the line of Kailroads in operation are, of course, correct. The 
distances bv the projected roads are estimated by engineers who possess 
more or less knowledge respecting the topographical features of the 
country. Tlie reader's special attention is called to the difference of 
distance between J'ehachepa Pass to Oakland via. Livermore Pass, and 
viii. the San Benito Pass. The road from Oakland to San Jos<» is ten miles 
shorter than from San Francisco to S;in Jose, and is a ([uicker route, being 
almost level.

THE PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE OF OAKLAND. 

riic i:eiitnlirAtion of *oi-icly, the developuieLit of lndustri(w, iiiiil the 
(current of trade, being subject! ol general interest, the following synoptic 
i-evlew niid brief deiluctions i:oni.T!riiliigiiie lowility of "aklaiid. are njipro- 
lirinte at tlic present time. 

Before Oakland cstsce<I. 8.111 Vniiiclsco had become the great center of 
population and trade on the Xorth l*Rcllli; Coast. Admirably situiled for 
deep-sea and Inland wHter traQIc, wealth wa^ attracted to her lap. This 
stiuiiilatcil the enterprise of her people, and made her what she is. 8acra- 
meiilo, Stockton, San Jose, Benlda, Valtejo, Sonoma and I'etahima (to say 
nothing of numerous mountain towns whicli dot the map of California), all 
Auiuircd conslderahle importance before Oakland vna heard of. 

Uii Xew Tear*!) day, 1^1. tlic site of Oakland was only known as a 
part of the Peralta Kanulio. IVUd cattle roamed where uow, surrouuded 
tiy all that pertains to modern cIvlliKatloD, more than eleven thousand peo- 
ple are living. The sound of cimroli organs and college bells now reverbe- 
rates where, then, QothingbuC the bellowing of animals Internipted the still- 
ness of nature. In the place of the old cattle trails, are railroads and 
macndamL/ed streets; and where the cattle lazily roamed, we now witness 
thirty-two dally passenger trains, to say nothing of n«lght trains, rushing 
to and fro, propelled by the mighty power of steam. Kf en tlic wild flow- 



era that once bede^ei.1 tbo tturrnif) of tlie cnrtli, exUt only b; sufTeraaCa 
SDd a mttlvated tlora has usurped tbeir place. 

ConalileriLig tliat Oftkkiid was but n second ib'iiiijhl in Callforuia; oofl 
Btdering the long litlgntion conoeraiog laud titles {now happllf settled 
considering tliatone-rourUi llie area of the city has been held in checlcft 
the want of publlt thoroughfares — tlie circiimstaniK of her cxtraordlnai^ 
development (the statistics of which we publish elsewhere) aflbrds a iiseft 
lesson for ecouomist'i. 

Our space is inadequate to a fiill espositton ol tlie subject, but we wi! 
dwell upon it sufficiently to explain " the milk in the oocoanut;'' und ti 
show tlint more e:itraordInary results will inevitably succcihI those wbid 
it has iteen our privilege to witness. 

For several years after the Bc<|Uisitioii of California by the Unttei 
States, men " planted their stakes " on the (.■xcluslvc tiasls of the gold arU 
silver i-rop, and the trade which mining would develop. Moreover, in ttirfi 
calculations conccniing prospci'tive developments, Ehl|is, steamboats sni 
mule-teams, were relied upon as the only means of transportation. It 
short, a single branch of industry was the incentive to action, and the Loco 
motive was not even cxpectal within the time popularly allotted foi 
making "a pile." 

The Locomotive has not only revotutionlzi-d the carrying trade, bu| 
while adding importance to mining industry, it liaa stimulated agriciiltun 
to the front rank, and ojiened many lieUls for diversified lalMr. The gol^ 
and silver crop can be "packed '' from the mountains to the sea oi 
backs of mule^, aud rettuires not much tonnage to transport it from c 
nent to continent; but the wheat, wine, wool and fruit crops, will annual)] 
require hundreds of vessels and tliousands of railroad trains. 

The statistics, and our remarks elsewhere, will show what the Looo 
motive has thus fer done for Oakland, in i-onnectlon with eduCLtional 
establisbments, and natural advantages of climate, soil and topography. 
Beapocting the present, we will only say, here, thai there is no other city 
In or out of California, the population of whti* Includes so large a propor- 
tiou of the well educated class. 

Itefeniug to the changes produced and being produced, by railroads, the 
unblassetl reader need only examine the map to perceive ttiat there can bo 
no great terminus at ship channel In tlie Bay of San Francisco, except at ' 
Oakland. An "air line road," so called, will soou be made f^om Sfi 
inento to Oakland, and engineers are In the Held to determine the shortest 
rout«. 

Plans are almost completed for dredging the bar at the mouth of ^u 
Antonio Estuary, and making the Kstuary available for commercial pur- 
poses. An important consideration In connection with the vaat amount of 
piling already done and the vaster amount In contemplation. Is the absence 
of the Icrnilo, or "pile worm." Scientillo men attribute this to the fact 
that the rlood tide through " JUccoon Straits " throws the fresh water from 
the "Sacramento"' and "San Joaquin" far over to the east side of the Bay; 
and the pressure of the Sood south of Angel Island, crowds it sulSclently' 
to cause a portion of It to pass between Oakland and Ooat Island at every 
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ebb. Tlie abseni* of the lefedo Iroui tlie Kstuary )ms never been aecounteil 
for satisfectorily, but the fact of ita non-cxUtence Is established. 

We liave written onoiigb to show that Oakland must eventually become 
the base of the greater pun of the commerce concentrating at the Bay of 
San Francisco. ITie situation of Oakland toward Han Francisco, is often 
compared with the situation of Brooklyn toward New York, ami compara- 
tive deductions are made correaponiling with the history o( those eastern 
cities. Hart Xew York been located at the end of a peninsula. Jutting from 
the main land into the Atlantic Ocean; and bad Brooldyn been located on 
the main land oiiposlle, and enjoyed a climate as much more genial as that 
of Oakland i-orapared with the climate of San Francisco, we oplno the 
result, there, would have been different. 

In writing thus about Oakland, it must not bo suppoieJ we an.- predict- 
ing the downlill of San Francisco. On tiic contrary, we believe that San 
Francisco will prosper and increase. We are looliing to tlie time wlien the 
commerce Mncen I rating at the Bay of Ran Fnindseo will be five-fold 
greater than at present. And without expecting Oakland to depopulate 
her great neighbor, we judge Ihjm the forces which are operating that our 
next annual statistics will make a more wonderful showing than lliose 
of the pnst year. 



HP THE WATER FRONT. 

What is known here a(! ■■The Water Front ofOakLmii," consists of the 
tide lands embraced within the charter Hue of the city, a^ .'hown on tlie map 
published herewith. This doe» not refei- to llie mar«h Inmls — they being 
iil'ove ordinary', or average high tide. l?ome chiiractenetlc^ ot Ibia water 
front are remnrkable. The l>e<l of the San Antonio Kwtoai^-, and of it< 
main current to )<hlp channel. U ''oft. and oilers a gi-eat reward, in commer- 
cial value, for engineering skill. The <1at. from tbe shore of ttie bay to ship 
channel, dips from high water mark, weaterly. on ii rcgidar incline. It la 
■■bJird-piin," and preMint-ian iidmirabie fonndiitlon for wluirves and other 
structures. 

By (he Act IncorpomtiDg llie town of Oakland [passed 1B52), tbe estate 
ceded tbe water front to tlio town. By a i^ubi^iuent Act the town l>ecnmc 
a city, and tlie old charter line wa^ conflrmeil. In IB5% tbe trostecs uf the 
town conveyed the entire waterfront to an Individual for a consideration — 
itttiA UK it teas. The city uiitborltiea repudiated the action of the town Trus- 
tees and Houglit to recover the water front. A prolonged litigation ensued, 
the merits of whldi belong to the past. Howsoever nnich the development 
of the city was retardeil, iwme of tlw results have been Interesting. One 
was tlie preservation of the water front in its integrity', as a whole; and 
when the tran>M?onthii.-iitJil niUroad sought its natural terminuH ;it the Bay 
of San Francisco, the Genius of Commerce was invoked and she extended

WcGeetlie fog banks whid 
enter the tJolden Gate, takea northei'ly course, and the fog banks whicli cc 
through the "Mission I'aas,'- in the southerly part of tinn Francisco, t 
% southerly I'ourse, across tiie Bay. The high hills bctiveeo the ivnl 
partoISnn FraiiclSL'o and the Ucean, often protect that portion of the dq 
frunialutvfog bnnk: bnt, ovfu when Llie fog bank islilgh, andeuvelopsSi 
Francisco In its liuuid etnhrace, Oakland, almost invariably estdpea it* 
Wlien the fug bimklii so dense and heavy, thattliedepresslonsinthemountaltf 
range, north and south of ne, do not accommodate It, and the fog f 
either direction meets overhead, it Is ^nendly Utled from tlie surlaos 
before reaching Oakland, by the upward tendency of the draught which 
must [NIBS orer the high mountains behind us. Thus, the most importfint 
difference between the climate of San Francisco and Oakland, Is attributa- 
ble to the conflgiiratlon of the neighboring mountains. The uiovenieiit q 
tlie fog indicates tlie force :ind direction of tlie wind, and eveiy boy win 
hns ever sat on tlie windward side of a board fence, and enjoyed belug out 
uf the wind, will understand the foregoing explanatlDn. 

The differeni.'e In lempeniture between Oakland and Ijan Francisco, t 
Indicated by the Ibcrnionieter, is not so great as many persons suppose ; but 
the difference in the velocity of ttie ^vind, and homidity ol tiie atmoapbere* 
is ihe diief diuMc of the contrast In comfort and health tietween the two 
phices. 

During tite prevailing summer wind-s our clinuile Is a menu betwe«;ii 
lluit of Sim Frandwo ajid Sim .Toi^c. Wuids from the north or northwest, 
which come in u liirei'tlott iieurly piirallel with the const range, lire more 
Tlolent at Uaklxiid tlian at San FniiicUco, but they are of rare owMurence. 



SOIL AND PRODUCTIONS. 

'I'iic soil of Oakland is a sandy loam, varying from three to four feet 
dw^p. Beyond Oakland, toward the foot lillls, it partakes more ol the pure 
loam, or mloije. In tlie northern part of the city (the part toward the foot- 
hlils) It U 1e»< sandy than In other places. The apple, pear, plum, cherry, 
&Dd aprioot. itre produced In great perfection wheresoever planted. The 
almond aleo thriven, and bears plentifully. All kinds uf garden vegetables, 
«(ccpt the egg-plant and okra, are produced at will, and in p-eat obund- 
>nce. Itospberrles, strawlierrles and currants, tln-lve and bear marvolously. 
tihade and orunmental Ii-ces make rapid growth, as the gardens on every 
side attest. So much lias been written about our productions that we were 
inclined to oudl the subject. Indeed, the ctdtivatlou of fruits and vegetables 
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has almost i«a3eil in Oaklaml. i iriiamenial Ireea, shnilis, mill ilowci-s, are 
preferred. Tlie imraery gardens )ii tht' vicinity afford nil evlJeotc of 
tbo public u-vste for the beautiful iu nature. For example, In tlie " Belle 
ViewXursery'' are found fortj-two varieties of tlie Acacia; ihlrty-lhree 
of Eucalyptus; teu known varieties of Callfornlfl Oak, and more tliati one 
hundred varieties of Conlfemc — to iwy nothing of thouaands of ahnib?. and 
tens of thousands of flowers. 

Aa a rule, we can gather beautiful bomiuets from planU In the open air, 
every month In the year. In sheltered sltuailoue. the fuclila, oliander, 
geranium, and even the heliotrope, withstand our severest vfinters. This 
haa been tbo coldest winter we have experienced for yeare, yet, the hello- 
trope in ill bloom in many (/t our ^rdens. 



" THE NATURAL SUPPLY OF WATER. 

Ill every part of Oakland, water can be obtained from wclU ranging in 
depth Irom U feet to ;!■> feet. Taking the neighborhood of Eighth and 
Center stri.'els as the menu, we find two wells S feet S iucUes diameter 
and 35 fL'ct deep, which yield, when the water U lowest, all tliat can be 
pninped by a slngle-horse-power, working ten hours per day. The proprie- 
tor of one informs us tliat, at times, tils welt haa been taxed at the rate of 
10,000 gallons per day. Eacli of theEO wells preserved the verdure of cxten- 
, live lawns during the dryest part of the past summer, and the water in 
both is soft and pure. A corresponding supply of witter Is obtainable ia 
'•very part of Oakbnd, trom wells of the same diameter, but the re<fuisite 
depth of welta depends on the prollle of the ground, and vanes as before 
nentioucd. 

The ftin-e I'f the wind, although not so miUorm, nor so great, in this 
I Highborboud as at San Francisco, is amply sufficient to supply thu reijulre- 

its for both household and garden purposes, irtliedlameterofthewells 
and the size of the water-tanks are made to provide against the contingency 
iTan occasional perlid of calm. KxiwrleniM has demonstrated that o well 
al ten feet dUmeter, with a giHxl wind-mill and pump, and n tank of 13,000 
pllons capacity, will, with judicious management, afford water enough for 
in acre of lawn, besides wtiat is needed tbr domestic pnrpasei. As a conse- 
'^uence. wind-mllla are quite a feature of Oakland. 

The quality of ordinary well-water is not uniform. Some of It is 
hard, but, with rare exceptions, it is all pleasant to drink. Judging IVom 
tbe nnitormity of the snt>-3tnitnm of indurated sand and clay which under- 
lies the site of Oakland, we are Inclined to believe that sofl water can hn 
obtained In all partii of the City, if wells are sunk to tbe proper depth, 
and the curbing cemented so aa to keep out stirfaca water. 

The stratum of Indurated snnd and clay, above mentioned, is impene- 
liable to surface water, and makes an admirable filter for water percola- 
ting through It upwards or laterally. Hence, if tlie curbing of wells be 
cemented to a proper depth, and packed with cliiy on the outside, on a level 



with the "hsni pan." even the |>raxliiutf of ceu-pools csDiiot Impair the 
purityof welta. 

All efforts In Oikland, to obuin overflowing artesian wells, bave 
fftlieO. but they have resulted In the next best tiling, to wit : Inexhaoatlble 
well* of ioft pure waiter whlidi comes within a few feet of the nirtioe. We 
know of four such wells in aa many iltflerent parte of the City. 

Ilie result of experimentation in artesian well-boring Indicatei. tJie ex- 
l£i«noe of a stratum of pebbles and red gravel, at a depth of leu than one 
hundred feet, throu^ which water percolates freely, under a eullicieot pre«- 
Mire to bring it H'.nr the surface: and. It Is money thrown away to sink an 
arteatan well below the stratum of gravel. The wal«r obtained from the 
latter source U soft and pure. 

Fumisltes tlie following iitatement respecting Ilie water now l^eiiig supplied 
from Ilie mountain range back of Oakland : 

"The water is collected at a polot five milei from tbedty, near tlie head 
of Temesoil Creek, where two streams flow oon^tautty ;iiito a reservoir. 
'ITie water-«hed supplying the streams, above the reservoir, embraces aa 
area 'of three tliousand acres, too precipitous for iidtivation. It to 
estimated tliat a raln-&ll of twelve tni-he^ upon this wnter-sbed will fbr- 
nlah more than one thousand millions of gallons. The reservoir capadty 
is now small, but is l>eing Increased to at)out two hundred mlllionsoi 
gallons, anil can be further iuci'ea>ed as oucasion reiiuirea." 

The energy eiLlbiled by the Compnny Ls highly commendable. It )tai 
already laid about thirty miles of pipe, mngiug In si^e from three to four- 
teen inches. The estimate of llie n-nterr^upply obtainable from thissource, 
is Chree millions of gallons per day— suHlclcnl: for a x>opiilaiion of seveoty- 
nve tliousand. 

According to the ulr^.'ulaTS Ujue<) by the L'-ompany, it doe> not profeM, 
at present, to be able to furnish large supplies lor irrigation, or for maiin- 
facturing purpose, at cheap rates ; but the ilinrges for doi nestle piu-poM^ 
are the saine ai in San Frandsuo. 

In Amador Valley, thirty mtlu from Oakliinil. there is au abundance 
of soft, pure, water, euliiclent tti supply a population 'esceeding half a 
iidllion. The water basin Is the n^ceptacle of sis hundred si[uare tuUes of 
adjacent country, with its tributary streams. 

Tbe water- exiaU inaTule I^ke, partly subterranean, five hundred 
feet above tide level, surrounded by hundreds of uatnral wells, which ue 
full to the brim in the dryest seasons. During ordinary wet seasons, tliese 
wells overilow and inunilate a large surface. The sources that supply the 
lake are constant — the must Important of which are the I«s I'ot-ltasi 
in ttie I-lvermoi-e plain ; tlio Arroyo .Mo.^bo, oiid the Arroyo del Vnlle, 
on the east and south; the Arroyo el Alamo, Arroyo de la Ta^jera; the 
los Akmos, and Sau <;ayetao from the north. Most of these arc living 
streams ilnwing into tlie Lake. There is but one outlet to this water — at 
the southwest end of the Lake, debondilng from whUh, the water forms 
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3 LagiiQB Creek Iliac flows southerly, imrallel with tlie Central Paclfla 
tallroatl, sis miles to SiiHol ^'nUef . There, it forms 8 junction with tbe 
lamedn Creek. The wiiter from the two sources forms a lai^ anil 1>eaU'- 

1 atrenm which meandere, side by side with the railroad, tlirough the 

PAbmeda (^flon, lo Valiejo'^ Mill. (Set! map). Thence, It Hows sonth- 
westerly, by the town of Alvaraiio Co the Bay of San Franclflcp. 

By <llvertln£ the wiiter, at the juoctlon ot ibe streams, and conveying it 
along the moiinCaiii ^ides, through the cniioti, Qve miles to VhIIojo'h 
Hill ; thonce, westerly, along the foot bills to ilaywanVs, tbe Sun Lo- 
renzo Croeic, a large and rapid streiim, could be made tribntary. Four 
miles nearer Oakland is the San Leaudro Creek, likewise available as a 
tributary, nnd wlilcb, alone, would furnish a supjily of water tor a popu- 
" n of Hfty thousand. 
The water from tlieeo sources wonld not only afford Uaklnnd au ample 
■ipply for generations unborn, but tlie places on and near tlio line of ap- 
Mcl;, including Nile's Station, X>ecoti>, Alvarado, Ilnyward''', San 
Btmlro, Alitmeda, and Brooklyn, conld reap a similar benellt. 

The foot hills present the oDuvenience for conveying tbe n'ater 
torn the alMive-mentlontd sources to a, grand reservoir back of OakUndi 
one hundred feet alxive the level of the highest part of the city. 

N'orthwest of tlie city, there are alao sourcei;. whence large suppliesare 
obtainable, tbe most luiporCanC of whiuh are ttie San Pablo Creek, flCleen 
miles distant, and the Wildciit (reek, near tbe .State University groandi. 

ITbt water from both could be brouglit to the grand reservoir. 
We are not prepared with t-stlraatea of tlie cost of obtaining thiagreat 
mter supply ; but from Information given us hy skillful engineers who 
kkve examined the ground, we can tuilely say that it would be trilling. Iji 
Aamparison with iCx importance. 
The subject is already attrai^tltig the attention of enterprising men 
And is worthy ttiat of our city authorities.

GRADES. 

The (Aty of Oakland Is situated oti a petiiiisuln extending nbouC one 
and one-half miles from north to south, auil two and one-half miles from 
east to west. It is bounded on the south and east hy Siiti Antonio Crtwk, 
on the west hy the Jiay of San Frandsra, und nil the Doicii by the eharter 
line, (BtnblUhed by Act of the Legislature, in May, ISo'J. The hlgliest 
gronnd in (lie Cliy is found about midway between the northerly arid 
erly boundaries, and is thirty-eight feet above the level of high tide. Froia 
this water^lied the ground slopes with rcnutrliable uniformity, southeriy 
and easterly to the JOstuary, and northerly to a depression near tiM 
diarlerllne. and to the salt marsh along the shore of the Bay. SulHdeiil 
fall ts everywhere obtained for surface drainage, and no serious dilUculty li 
eneouiiterL'd in estiibllshiag surface grq^es.

Here, the i.'oasi range, genemlly soabnipC 
and rocky, recedes gradually Into a vale miles in width, and slop•"^ wiih s 
gentle declivity to the waters of the Bay, that bathe Its borders with i' 
tieatth-inapiring ripples of the O-eaii, lait visible through the opening of 
the linlden (inte.

The cost of building materials nnd uiecbaiiical labor uie,' owln^ to our 
proximity to Kan Fnncista. thi> Kame here us In that city. 'I'o lllnstrate 
ttio equilibrium of prices tii this industry, wo note the fact that Oakland 
architects and mcphanlc^ are called upon by Sun Fnuicisco, and tho«e of 
tlie la Iter city ;ire freijuently employed npon buildings hero. Aji^ain : our 
planing mills are in conolant receipt of orders for house-work from, not 
only tielshhoring inland town", but from the metropolis. There are three 
- exlen=ive lumberyard*, mid three planing mills hi OakUind. 

^L TheniapBhowItigthe outJlni.'.'' of tin.- contemplated iniprovenientsoC tlie 
^ Water Front Company. Uglvim Ci> I he pnhlli', in this publication, for the 
first time. The most imporUnt features ol the project arp tlie dredging of 
tlieBarat the mouth of ihe San .Anionio Kstiiary, the cribbing of both 
banks from ship channel to the head nf the southerly arm (a distance of over 
live mllea) aud the widening and deepening of the idiannel where neceaaary. 
'riiere will be a wide side-walk (no street) betweeu the edge of the crib- 
bing and the Urst tier of , blocks on thu north bank of thi: i-hantiel. from its 
mouth to Bi-oiidwiiy «trei?t. Hut a wide street is provided for in the rear of 
the tier of blocks, to accommodate as many rail tracka as may be needed. 
These trades will lead to the main trmik of the C P. R. R. Thus, n 
manufacturing eatabllshment situated upon any of the aforesaid blocks 
will be able to receive or deliver IVelght at "ship's tackles,'' at the front 
doors, and to load or unload cara at the back doors. If desirable, "turn- 
outs'' can be laid tVoni the street to the edge ol the cribbing — giassiog 
through the building — and It rettuires no gift of prophecy to predict that, 
as the projected Improvements are made, the heavy raanufactniing busi- 
ness of the Day counties will coucentrate where such Dicilities for econo- 
mizing are provided: and there is not anotiier place about the Bay where it 
Is possible to provide them. The perusal of our remarks under the head 
of "The Ketuary of San Antonio ■' will give the render additional light 
concerning the vast prospective importance of the manufacturing interests 
of Oakland.
